California politics being what 
it is, i.e, crazy, this reporter ha 
ceased to try to point with pride 
and view with alarm.

One current fact is that Cali- 
fornians last week elected a 41 
year old Pasadena attorney, Ro- 
bert H, Finch, as Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. 








Finch piled up a statewide vote 
greater than that of Re agan over 
Brown, and more than 1.2 million 
votes in excess of his opponent, 
Glenn Anderson, Naturally, thi 
was not supposed to happen. 

The Republican nominee had 
trailed Anderson in all polls up 
to the closing days of the cam- 
paign. By election day he was 
given a slight edge over the two 
term incumbent, but few political 
observers expected him to lead 
the ticket in terms of total votes, 


as a result of letters written 
to the Transit Authority by Oase, 
President Johns, and Librarian 
Gordon P, Martin:

Disciplinary probation or any

other college rule, 

According to the new statute 
all rules approved by the Col- 
lege shall be in writing and 
shall be published, distributed 
or posted in such a manner as 
to furnish adequate notice of 
their contents to students affect- 
ed by such rules, 

The College’s failure tocom- 
ply with this requirement will 
constitute a complete defense 
to any charge of violation of a 
rule of which the student has no 
actual knowledge. 

The final secticn of the sta- 
tute enumerates the disciplinary 
action which may be imposed 
for the commission of college 
offenses, They include the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) dismissal 
lege, 

(2) suspension from the Col- 
lege for a definite or indefinite 
period of time, 

(3) disciplinary probation with 
or with out loss of designated pri- 
vileges for a definite period of 
time, 

(4) loss of privileges includ- 
ing removal from dormitory or 
other college housing and/or 
loss of such other privileges as 
may be consistent with the of- 
fenses committed and the re- 
habilitation of the student, 

(5) admonition or warning, or 

(6) such other disciplinary ac- 
tions as may be approved by the 
ASSSC Board of Justice,

Cosmopolitan 
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English Prof. To Be Reinstated 


In Dept. If Colleagues Prevail 


CHAPEL HILL, N.C, (CPS) — 
ff University of North Carolina 
graduate instructors have their 
way, English teacher Michael 
Paull, removed from teaching 
duties for lacking ‘“‘effective 
communication’ with his stu- 
dents, will be given back his 
class, 

Paull was relieved of his 
freshman English class last week 
by University Chancellor Carlyle 
Sitterson after the graduate in- 
structor’s assignment of atheme 
on seduction embarrassed some 
students and drew unfavorable 
publicity over a local television 
station, WRAL-TV, 

The assignment, given in con- 
junction with class reading of 
English poet Andrew Marvell’s 
“To a Coy Mistress,’’ was com- 
pletely misinterpreted by stu- 
dents, according to Paull; and to 
prove the point, he read several 
student papers aloud in class, 
One paper contained words “‘in- 
serted only for shock value,’’ 
the instructor said, and the pro- 


tests of offended students led 
Sitterson to the conclusion that 
“the normal teacher-student 


learning relationship’’ had been 
disturbed, 

Foliowing Paull’s 
part-time English 


removal, 
instructors 


threatened a boycott of their 
classes unle their colleague 
was immediately reinstated, 
Charging that the Chancellor, ap- 
pointed several weeks ago, had 
given in to local community pres- 
sures, the instructors said they 
would meet their classes at 
scheduled times, but would not 
teach, 


Their boycott did not 
terialize, however, because a 
five-man English department 
committee was appointed to re- 
examine the case. The commit- 
tee, with twoinstructors as mem- 
bers, was asked to give recom- 
mendations to the full faculty “‘as 
soon as possible,”’ 

The appointment of the com- 
mittee was hailed by the grad- 
uate instructors as a ‘‘moral 
victory.”? The English depart- 
ment has “‘made it clear that 
they would reinstate Paull if 
they could,” one instructor said, 
Paull added that he has full con- 
fidence that ‘‘the English de- 
partment will arrive at a fair 
and honest decision,”’ 

But the committee’s report 
must go to Chancellor Sitterson 
for final approval, even if the 
full faculty approves the reas- 


ma-

The main themes of the Finch 
campaign reflected this moderate 
philosophy. Basically, the candi- 
date urged Californians to face 
the urban explosion and othe 
problems of the future; but un 
like liberal candidates, Finch did 
not then proceed to rhetoric on 
the necessity and inevitability of 


more government action on the 
federal level. 
“Our chief concern must be 


the quality of life we and our chil- 
dren can achieve in this expand- 
ing urban society,’’ Finch ha 
said. ‘‘The urgent problems at 
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stake — allocation of resources, 
pollution of air, water and soil, 
the effective movement of people 
and goods, race relations, edu- 
cation, !aw enforcement — can- 
not be met by looking to Wash- 
ington for the blueprints. They 
must be met by state and local 
governments in harmonious part- 
nership with the ‘independent and 
private sectors’ of our way of 
life,’’ 

Finch went on to say that in 
the last third of this century an 
increasingly important role will 
be played by the independent sec - 
tor — “that vast and myriad 
group of volunteer, non-govern- 
mental associations, including 
churches, service organizations, 
labor unions, fraternal orders 
and social groups.’’ 

The hope of revitalizing the 
independent sector has been most 
elaborately and clearly explained 
by Robert C, Cornuelle in his 
1965 book, Reclaiming the Amer- 
ican Dream. His ideas have been 
endorsed and supported by such 
national Republicans as Governor 
Romney of Michigan and former 
Vice President Nixon. 

Cormuelle and followers such 
is Finch contend that the inde- 


pendent sector has not begun t 
realize its potential because we 
do not look at it asit could be, but 
only as it is, Whereas unlimited 


possibiliti have been seen for 
vernment and the private sec- 


tor, independent groups are con 
idered permanently subordinate 
and complimentary to the other 
sector 


Once independent groups are 
given more responsibility and put 
on the business-like basis of pri- 


vate enterprise, Cormuelle con- 
tend the independent sector 
could undertake progr ams in 


more areas now wrestled by gov 
ernment, suc financing higher 
education and cathe unemploy- 
ment. The resulting competition 
would foster more efficiency in 
both sectors, 

Governor-Elect Reagan has 
announced Finch will serve as the 
idministration’s liaison man with 
the independent sector and with 
the resources of private enter- 
rise to meet some of the state’:

In addition Finch will serve 
as president of the State Senate, 
holding a tie-breaking vote.

Lieutenant Governor 
will sit onthe California Disaster 
Council, the State Lands Com- 
mission, and the Coordinatin 
Council on Urban Policy amon 
other boards and commissions.

School Devoid Of Grades, 
Depts., Course Requirements 
Challenges Establishment 


AMHERST, Ma: (CPS) == 
An experimental college without 
grades, departments and course 
requirements may soon be chal- 
lenging educational institutions 
in this four-school area — and 
the challege has been initiated 
by the established schools them- 
selves, 

Hampshire College, spawned 
as a cooperative endeavor among 
the University of Massachusetts, 


Smith, Amherst and Mount 
Holyoke Colleges last year fol- 
lowing a $6 million grant, began 


taking shape with th release last 
week of a 500-page working pa- 
per, ‘‘The Making of a College: 
Growth in a Major Academic 
Community.’’ 

The paper, an ‘“‘approxi- 
mation’? rather than a blueprint 
of Hampshire’s final form, calls 
for a small coeducational college 
of 1,440 students and 90 faculty, 
a living situation organized 
around ‘‘villages’’ of ‘*modular 
units,’’ student-oriented curri- 
culum based upon ‘‘divisions’’ 
rather than courses, and a fac- 
ulty sorting itself out by 
‘“‘schools’”? rather than depart- 
ments, 

Hampshire students will be 
allowed to complete their under - 
graduate work at their own rate. 
The academic program is organ- 
ized in a ‘‘divisional sequence 
rather than through a fixed series 
of four academic class-years,”’ 
and students will move from a 
Basic Studies Division to Inter- 
mediate Studies to Advanced 
Studies, 

Although this sequence closely 
parallels a regular four-year 
curriculum, students will focus 
their work in interdisciplinary 
fields and concentrate on an as- 
pect of a field, The emphasis in 
the ‘Advanced Division’? will be 
on independent study and inte- 
erative seminars, The only 
grades will be pass, fail, and 
distinction; and students will 
move from one “‘division to an- 
other’? on the basis of their per- 
formance in exams, not on a 
time-schedule, 

To combat the ‘‘narrow-mind- 
edness’’ of departments inter- 
ested only in their own specialty, 
faculty members will hold rank in 
one of four schools — human- 
ities, natural sciences, social 


sciences, anda new field, linguis- 


tics and communications, ac- 
cording to Hampshire Trustee 
and Amherst President Emeritus 
Charles Cole. 

‘A great many of the most 
exciting things being done today,” 
he said, ‘‘are happening between 
departments, on the boundarie 
of different specializations.” 

The emphasis on living-units, 
which encompass rooms, faculty 
office-studies, andclassrooms1 
intended to integrate the total 
academic environment, This res- 
idential concept was added to the 
original proposal as the result of 
suggestions made by students at 
the four colleges, There will be 
little or no social regulations as 
known on the campuses today, and 
no mention has been made of 
fraternities or gym and chapel 
requirements,

State College. 


Similar petitions appeared 
last year concerning the denial of 
tenure to another English in- 
structor Mrs, Molly Irwin, and 
were instrumental in the rever- 
sal of the department’s decision 
to deny her tenure.

Editor the Hornet, Sir: 

The newest organization on 
campus is one that has definite 
uppeal and possible benefits for 
each student and student group 
at SSC, It has been formed to 
both compensate for, and aid, the 
existing Student Government. The 
Union (not to be confused with 
the College Union building now 
being planned as a future center 
for campus activities) is a pro- 
posed ‘coalition’ of various cam- 
pus groups, clubs, Greeks, inter- 
ests, and independent students, 
Such an organization would deal 
with common needs, grievances, 
and goals that are common toa 
maior cross-section of the stu- 
dent body, These problems in- 
clude such topics as parking, 
campus lighting, food prices, ten- 
ure, gym-use for controversial 
guests (such as the coming visit 
of ‘Black Power’ advocate Stoke- 
ley Carmichael), campus spirit, 
campus publicity short-comings, 
and any other of a number of 
questions confronting all SSC stu- 
dents, Remember—that anything 
that improves the quality of ed- 
ucation or betters the present 
campus facilities in any way, has 
directly benefitted each student’: 
total college experience, enhanc- 
ed the value of his diploma, and 
most importantly, better -prepar- 
ed him to relate himself to ful- 
filling his vital role in society. 

Despite the obvious advantages 
that such a Union advances, 
the Union has had difficulty in 
gaining the support of the many 
campus organizations that would 
endorse it, Some of these reasons 
are not new, yet neither are they 
necessary. For example, many 
students feel that the lack of the 
ASSSC in providing imaginative 
and commanding leadership is 
sufficient reason for interested 
students to propel their energies 
and concerns to other segments 
of society (such as welfare work, 
church organizations and politi- 
cal activities), Hence, student 
government continues to fiddle 
and glorify paper-shuffling while 
‘Rome burns’, 

Another reason for our cur- 
rent difficulties has been the fail- 
ure on the Union’s part in in- 
volving the Greek system in its 
planning, Although certain beliefs 
of other campus organizations 
are sometimes quite unappealing 
to the Greeks, this is no reason 
for failing to support a legitimate

attempt to improve the campus 
as-a-whole, (Would you stop eat- 
ing if the butcher gypped you”) 
For example, the fraternity sy- 
stem has been the very back- 
bone of SSC, yet it somehow fails 
to fully apply its great potential. 
Last spring they were charged 
with starting a food fight in the 
snack bar. The result was that 
half the fraternities were sus- 
pended (rush and pledging) and 
the other half put their tails be- 
tween their legs and went home, 
Now, this is not to say that the 
food incident was trivial; indeed, 
it was not; but, it certainly was 
not major! In fact, a fraternity 
spokesman was quoted at the time 
as saying: “‘.. .The gap between 
administration and fraternities i: 
caused basically by a lack of com- 
munication and lack of interest.” 
SH, May 20, ‘66) Therefore, if 
anything is going to come of the 
Union of Students, it will require, 
most of all, the individual repre- 
sentation of each SSC Greek unit. 
A definite commun ground can be 
found in the present tenure issue 
to say nothing of parking, food 
prices, library hours etc.) for 
example, It is probably no ex- 
aggeration to say that last year’ 
case was of little or no import- 
ance to the majority of the stu- 
dent body; yet, the present one 
greatly concerns nearly all stu- 
dents, This doesn’t mean that stu- 
dents wish to control their pro- 
fessors, but they do desire a 
recognition of their vuice in de- 
termining the future of acknow- 
ledge capable teachers, ln last 
year’s “Curriculum Evaluation’, 
SSC students rated Dr, Comer- 
chero as ‘good’ in English IA 
(beginning), ‘very good’ in English 
36 (Early English), and ‘excellent’ 
in English 153 (Great European 
Novels), In other words, the more 
difficult the class, the greater 
was his rating (the last one was 
quoted as such: ‘‘Many indicated 
that this course was the most 
valuable in their entire college 
career,’’) What student who read 
“The Underground Man’’ would 
not seek to retain such a talented 
asset in our college community’ 
(You see, teaching bodies are not 
unlike student bodies, i.e, they, 
too, may well prove to be sus- 
ceptable to mediocrity). Slated 
another way, the question might 
someday be: ‘Would SSC gainim- 
mensely if it were to ‘lose’ such 
teachers as Dr, Marcus Tool of 
Economics or Dr, Livingston of 
Government or Dr, Good of Psy- 
chology” The answer, of course, 
is that we are ourselves also 
responsible for enriching the 
quality of our institution, and 
when this requires our speaking 
up for the retention of those rare 
educators who every-so-often 
cross our path, then we have no 
choice but to gladly respond to 
this meaningful challenge, 

A third reason for the lack 


of student involvement has been 
the main source of many of the 
other problems: The general 
apathy of the whole student body 
towards achieving a Campus-or- 
ientation, Even the residence 
halls have been overcome by this 
deficiency (the future College 
Union will hopefully combat this 
feeling for all student groups, 
expecially for those who are 
closest, and thereby in the best 
position to make significant con- 
tributions to the college), The 
best retort to pessimistic ob- 
servations is torealize that there 
is nothing wrong with attending 
a commuter college, but there is 
no justification for encouraging 
a dead commuter college. 

In ummary then, the 
problems of the Union of Students 
are those of you and I. There are 
a great many students who are 


willing and able to contribute a 
small amount of time to sucha 
program, If you are one of them 


and are interested in compensat- 


ing for the seeming lacks of ex- 
isting student bodies, you are in- 
vited to attend the meeting Today 


it 1:00 p.m, in the Little Theatre. 
4 collective and unified group ol 
r<sponsible students is the only 
answer to SSC dilemnas, We have 
a college of which we can be proud, 
Despite the many disadvantage 

discussed, the student body ha:
